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“Woman Hit By 
A Flying Cow 


Several folk living in Bad Axe, 
Michigan, say they have sighted 
“flying saucers.” But recently 
one. resident in this tiny commu- 
nity, 62-year-old Mrs.” Janet 
Whittaker, encountered a flying 
cow! 


Setting off on a shopping ex- 
pedition, she heard a sudden thud 
as she came round a bend and 
the next instant a huge cow de- 
scended on her. 


Petrified, she had no chance of 
side-stepping and the cow, hit by 
a car, crashed full tilt into her 
knees. But luckily she sustained 
only slight injuries. No bones 
were broken. 

Traffic accidents involving ani- 
mals often take strange turns.

Horses and 
ponies, which seem quiet, may 
be thoroughly startled if ap- 
proached too close and they may 
swing without warning straight 
into a car’s path.

‘What's happening to the wink

begin with a wink, but you rare- 
ly see a man wink at a girl nowa- 
days,” he says. “As. for a girl 
winking at a man — this just 
isn’t done any more, not even 
in France! But in the ’twenties 
of this century such winks be- 
tween the sexes were very 
popular.” 

Perhaps he’s right. When did 
yotr last wink deliberately at an- 
other person, or see a wink ex- 
changed between a young couple? 
Lots of schoolboys still wink in 
play, but even this type of wink- 
ing is much less often seen than 
it was a quarter of a century ago.

Cooking quality of potatoes de- 
pends to a large extent on their 
degree of meanliness when cook- 
ed. The food value of the potato 
depends on its dry matter con- 
tent, and many of the qualities 
of texture — or mealiness — and 
taste depend on the percentage 
composition of the principal com- 
ponents such as water, starch, 
protein, mineral and cellulose.

Over the past quarter-century 
research workers have devoted 
much time and a great deal of 
effort in trying to develop a prac- 
tical method for determining 
the cooking quality of potatoes 
on a commercial basis. Of the 
many methods experimented 
with, the most practical has 
proved to be the specific gravity 
method. By specific gravity po- 
tatoes can be separated into 
classes based on the total solids 
content of individual or com- 
posite samples of tubers. 
results of thousands of tests has 
shown that there is a very close 
eorrelation between the specific 
gravity or ‘total solids’ content 
of potatoes and théir cooking 
quality, reports N. M. 
potato specialist, Canada Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

a = = 

Specify gravity is defined as, 
“The relative weight of a given 
volume of any kind of matter as 
compared with the weight of an 
equal volume of a standard sub- 
stance, as water or air’. Hence 
the specific gravity of potato 
tubers can be determined either 
by (1) the flotation of individual 
tubers in a solution of known 
density, or by (2) weighing them 
in air and then under water and 
dividing the weight in air by the 
loss of weight in water. 

If lots of potatoes with defin- 
ite dry matter content are desir- 
ed, then the specific gravity of 
individual tubers must be deter- 
mined. However, potatoes can 
be separated into classes with a 
range of percentage dry matter 
content and their cooking qual- 


ity predetermined by making 
specific gravity determinations 
on composite’ samples of any 
given lot of tubers. 
- 2 > 

An instrument designed for 
this purpose and ‘known as a 
‘potato hydrometer’ was devel- 


oped in 1936. This instrument is 
so designed that the specific grav- 
ity — per cent total solids — and 
per cent starch of any composite 
sample of potatoes can be read 
directly from the stem of the 
hydrometeér. 

In ‘using the potato hydro- 
meter the following points must 
be observed: (1) The composite 
sample of potatoes being used to 
make a determination must be 
clean and free of all soil parti- 
cles; (2) A ten pound sample of 
weighed ac- 
curately; (3) The temperature of 
the water in which the basket 
of potatoes is suspended must 


be held at a constant tempera-. 


ture of 60 degrees F. 

The following gives the sug- 
gested quality of potatoes fall- 
ing. within certain percentage 
range of dry matter as deter- 
mined by specific gravity: Below

Improved flock management is 
rapidly reflected in increased 
profits. Such factors as feed 
wastage, culling, labour, balanced 
tations and egg marketing, must 
be considered in a well managed 
poultry program,

As feed comprises approxi- 
mately 65 per cent of the cost 
of egg production this is the 
logical place to reduce expenses. 
However, this should not be done 
by limiting total feed consump- 
tion. A surprising amount of 
feed is wasted each day due to 
carelessness on the part of the 
operator and improper construc- 
tion and location of feed troughs. 
By careful planning, practically 
all of these loses can be limited. 
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Culling is also important in 
the cost of egg production as it 
costs about 30 cents per month 
to feed a non-layer. Pullets 
should be culled when put in the 
laying pens so that only strong, 
vigorous, well-matured birds are 
kept. If a pullet is not laying

Egg flavour.and grades are 
often adversely affected through 
excessive amounts of green feed. 
For this reason hens should not 
be allowed to forage for suffi- 
cient feed but rather should re- 
ceive coniplete rations. This will 
ensure desirable egg flavour, 
uniform ‘yolk colour, upstanding 
yolks and clean, white, strong 
shells. Frequent egg gathering 
and early marketing regardless 
of storage facilities on the farm 
is desirable, as quality deterior- 
ates rapidly even under the most 
favourable conditions. 

Operating costs could be re- 
duced still further by conserving 
labour through the use of prop- 
erly constructed poultry houses 
and good organization.

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Fifty-Two Years 
To Deliver Letter 


A tailor in Graz, Austria, re- 
cently received from his mother 
a letter which she had posted in 
Vienna, less than fifty miles 
away, in November, 1904. What 
happened to it during that fifty- 
two years remains a mystery 
which is still puzzling them 
both 

Postal services in Europe to- 
day are as near perfect as in- 
genuity can make them and 
such instances of delayed mail 
are rare. Letters have sometimes 
slipped unnoticed between floor- 
boards and remaihed undiscov- 
ered for years, but very few go 
astray nowadays. 

Thirteen letters posted be- 
tween 1915 and 1917 were not 
delivered to addresses in the 
West of England until 1934, but 
there was -a good reason. They 
were discovered behind the 
sorting racks of a. post office 
railway van when it was being 
repaired. A letter from the Post-. 
master-General, apologizing for 
the delay, was sent to each of 
the addresses. 

During the siege of Paris by 
the Germans in 1870, postal of- 
ficials hit upon the idea of en- 
closing letters in small zine 
globes, water-tight and herme- 
tically sealed, and dropping them 
into the River Seine. 

They floated down to the 
French lines, where a_ net 
stretched across the river gath- 
ered them in and they were 
sent on their way. 

When the Germans discovered 
what was going on, they stretch- 
\ed across the river a net of their 
‘own and caught the_ floating 
mail, ‘ 

Thirty years later, in 1900, 
when the zine balls and their 
use were almost forgotten, a fish- 
erman found one in the Seine. 
Inside were 300 letters dated 
1870.

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They Use Snow 


Instead of Ice 


We raced down the juniper 
slopes on the north side of the. 
Marble Mountain ... For the 
moderately active visitor to the 
mountain there are few more 
wonderful things than the wealth 
of flowers in summer... 

Summer on the Ulu Dag is 
also the season of the snow-cut- 
ters. And if there is any sound 
which has for me the magic 

ty on the mountains, it is 
distant tinkle of bells in the 
might, sounding far down in the 


forest below the Refuge. As the 


bells come nearer, the watcher 
will see, if he goes to a window, 
a line of donkeys and mules 
@oming slowly up the road. A 
faint dust rises from their 
hooves and shows up in the 
scintillant light of the moon. The 
spruceS line the way like frozen 
statues, and their shadows lie 
blue on the granity path. 


Now the caravan is passing 
the Refuge. The bells sound 
strongly as the two drivers on 
the leading mules ride past. Be- 
hind them the tethered donkeys 
follow. And now the tinkle of 
bells lessens, until once again 
# falls faintly on the ear and 
finally vanishes into the night. 

The snow-cutters ride on for 
@mother hour, then mount the 
werees to the snow-pit in the 
hollow under Zirve cliffs. There 
they unstring their axes and 


gtart their labour. Cubes of hard’ 


mevé snow are cut and stored in 
panniers lined with felt and cov- 
ered with spruce boughs. Each 
animal is loaded with a pannier 
@m both sides, and before the 
@astern skies have reddened 
with dawn the caravan is once 
again in movement on _ the 
journey ‘seven thousand feet 
downwards to Bursa. 

The snow-cutters leave the 
frozen silence of the snow-pit, 
and within five hours are sweat- 
fing in the 90° shade heat of the 
town. It must be a hard life, de- 
manding fortitude and immense 
stamina, both of which the An- 
atolian peasant possesses in 
abundance. The snow is sold in 
Bursa for the equivalent of per- 
haps a penny a pound, and en- 


ters the ice-boxes of the town 


te cool the butter and fruit of 
the population. 


The profession of snow-cutter 
is an ancient and even honoured 
ealling..It is also the appanage 
of a few families only. I am told 
that the snow-cutters in some 
eases still possess “Firmans,” or 
yoyal letters of appointment 
from the’ Sultanate, dating back 
ae far as the reign of Suleiman 
the Magnificent. The profession 
@ snow-cutting in Bursa was 
for centuries restricted by edict 
to these families, and passed 
down from father to son. 


Even in ancient times the Sul- 
tan’s snow was quarried from 
the same snow-pit as the cut- 
ters use today, and probably car- 
ried on the backs of the ances- 
ters of the same donkeys. Once 
fm Bursa a special runner ser- 
vice of fleet horses bore the 
gow to the port of Mudanya. 
And from Mudanya fast sailing 
vessels, whom no one had the 
power to delay under the pain 
@f the ‘imperial displeasure car- 
ried the precious and perishable 
@argo to the walls of the Seraglio 
in Constantinople. 

It is curious to reflect that the 
sherbets which the Sultan em- 
ployed to. slake his imperial 
thirst. were cooled with snow 
from the Bithynian Olympus 
that had probably taken three 
days to accomplish its journey.

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When It Was Really Cold In Britain 


Moustaches froze stiff, three- © 


inth jiticles hung from horses’ 
nosés;*trees were split by the 
frost «.. . Those were the sort of 
things that happened during a 
typical cold spell in bygone cen- 
turies. 


In December, 1813, the Thames 
began to freeze so solidly that 
a fair was held on it with all 
sorts of amusement booths, skit- 
tle alleys, music, dancing, eat- 
ing, drinking, roystering, even 
a sheep or ox roasted whole on 
the ice and sold at a bob a slice. 


But when a sudden thaw set 
in everyong had to scamper off 
the icy mush; some traders got 
off with their goods, others bar- 
ely got off with their » lives. 
Tents, booths, roundabouts went 
slithering downstream, to pile 
up on ice-floes at the bridge 
piers. 

One temporary pub that had 
been set up slid away with nine 
men inside yelling their heads 
off when it caught fire. As it 
crashed into Blackfriars Bridge 
they managed to scramble out 
over the polar hummocks, but 
think of all that good, strong 
beer going to a watery grave. 

That wasn’t the only frost fair 
on the Thames, by any means. 
John Evelyn, the seventeenth 
century. diarist; actually saw 
bull baiting, puppet shows, horse 
and coach races on the ice, and 
coaches plying on it between 
Westminster and the Temple. 

Furthermore, the intense cold 
brought down a dense. fog 
which choked everyone, froze 
the water supply, put the brew- 
ers and other tradesmen out of 
work, anf#™™®eaused many acci- 
dents. 

The countryside was blasted 
by the frozen fog. Men, cattle, 
deer, poultry, wild birds and 
even fish perished. 

Trees split and crashed, as if 
from lightning. The coasts were 
so arctic that ships couldn't 
move in or out of harbour and 
supplies were paralysed, Fuel 
was at famine prices. Funds had 
to be started for the poor to keep 
body and soul -together. 

Another chronicler records a 
most unedifying spectacle one 
winter when football was play- 
ed on the Thames and courtiers 
came out to shoot at targets set 
up on the ice.

A coach bowling over the

Soil To Order 


Perfect garden soil is a rich, 
well drained loam which never 
bakes, holds moisture well but 
does not become muddy. Un- 
fortunately few of us are lucky 
enough to find that right at the 
door. But so long as™we have 
not solid rock it is amazing 
what we can do. The best medi- 
cine for any soil, light or heavy, 


is a liberal application of old - 


fashioned barnyard manure.. But 
manure is hard to come byajn 
these modern days and it is lia- 
ble to be filled with weed seeds, 
And so most of us will have to 
turn to something else. Fortun- 
ately there are many substitutes, 
commercial or chemical ferti- 
lizer, special soil conditioners, 
sand where the soil is heavy 
clay, lime where it isesour, and 
humus anywhere. The latter we 
can make ourselves. It is simply 
rotted down vegetable refuse, 
like leaves, grass clippings, 
-weeds and even clean garbage. 
This can be dug directly into 
the soil or piled in a. corner, 
covered with layers of earth, 
watered occasionally and allow- 
ed to rot and then dug in. 


Keep It Informal 


For most garden layouts the 
informal lines are best. This 
suits the relatively small space 
at the disposal of most Canadian 
home owners and it tends to 
make the average garden more 
interesting. The general plan is 
to have a lawn in the cenjre and 
foreground. with the shrubbery 
and flowers arranged in irregu- 
lar clumps all along the sides 
and at the back. 

This is where the height of 
mature plants and time and col- 
our of bloom is important. We 
don’t want small things like 
Wiyasym, portulaca, dwarf zin- 
nias atti mari olds hidden by 
bigger, taller” Pents and we 
don’t want all the bloom com- 
ing on at one time. The seed 
catalogue lists all these points 
and also tells us about the colour 
and whether the varieties are 
hardy -or tender. With this pre- 
cise knowledge we can plan a 
pleasing and practical layout, 
have our fences and walks 
screened but not our windows, 
and also have something in 
‘bloom from. early spring until 
late in the fall. We will also 
know what we can safely plant 
outdoors even while there is 
some risk of frost and what we 
cannot plant safely until all 
danger of cold weather is over. 

In these catalogues, too, are 
listed flowers for special places, 
slopes, dark shaded corners, and 
things that even prefer poor soil 
or rocky footholds or wet feet. 
No matter how unfavourable we 
may think the location,.there is 
something listed in the cata- 
logue that will grow.

keep down bugs and eat weed 
seeds, and they are beautiful 
and interesting to have around.

I could fill this whole column 
about the weather—but I won't. 
And if I did it would be out of 
date by the time it got into 
print... it always is. Anyway 
stormy weather has been more 
or less general—so-—-no com- 
ment! Except to say this: we are 
glad Monday and Tuesday of 
last week were fine and bright 
because Monday our twin hei- 
fers went to market and Tues- 
day I had a big washing to do 
and a lot of business and run- 
ning around to do after that. 
Wednesday and Thursday I 
wasn't thinking much about the 
weather because I had a real 
treasure to browse over. Like to 
know what it was? Nothing 
more or ljéssethan a_  doctor’s 
daybook, dating from 19% to 
1857. In the early part of the 
19th century there were only 
three doctors between Toronto 
and Hamilton. One of them was 
Dr. James Cobban, of Milton 

.. and this was his book. I 
read it hour after hour, com- 
pletely fascinated — not only 
from a medical viewpoint but 
in other ways as well. It so defi- 
nitely reflected the Victorian 
age. Only the man of the family 
was recognised — he was the 
head of the house — other mem- 
bers were described only ac- 
cording to their relation to the 
master. Thus under the heading 
“John Smith” I would find... 
“To bleeding YOU; to vaccina- 
ting son; to obstetric visit; to 
opening abscess on daughter; to 
Mrs. S. and baby,” and s0 on. 
John Smith’s mother was given 
a little more recognition as age 
was respected in those days, 
Under a separate heading her 
account would read — “Old Mra, 
Smith.” Given names were not 
always used. If the patient had 
a fairly common name some 
other means of identification 
would be used. Perhaps a 
younger Smith might be de- 
scribed as “Smith ... (John’s 
brother)”, or “Walters . .. son 
of Peter’, or “J. Campbell, car- 
penter”. 


Very seldom was there any 
mention of any specific disease 
but it was fairly easy to hazard 
a guess as to their nature by 
the remedies prescribed. And 
those remedies ... I'm glad this 
isn't the Victorian age! Almost 


everything seemed to call for 
an emetic. “Blisters” I suppose 
would ‘be for congestion, pneu- 
monia, influenza and no doubt 
for stomach ailments. “Bleed- 


ing” was often “prescribed. That 
was a cheap remedy. A patient 
could lose a pint of blood for 
two shillings and sixpence. No 
doubt that would be for the 
relief of dizzy spells, high blood 
pressure and probably any dl- 
sease that didn’t respond to less 
drastic treatment. Some of the 
them- 
selves. Under the heading of 
James McPherson there is this 
entry—- “Obstetrics, twenty-five 
shillings.” One might imagine 
it was James who had had the 
baby but before you start to 


laugh you notice in brackets 
“Too late’. So instead of laugh- 
ing you wonder how much sor- 
row and suffering lies behind 
that blunt statement——“‘too late”. 


It is easy to imagine what 


happened in this case — “To 
dressing Joseph’s finger, two 
shillings.” That entry’ was re- 
.peated three times. Finally 


there was this—“To amputating 
Joseph’s finger...’ Two more 
entries for dressings and. that 
was all. What did they do with- 
out penicillin or ‘sulfa drugs? 
One entry mentioned. Cholera, 
but never a word about appen- 
dicitis because appendicitis 
wasn’t recognised as such. In 
most cases a-patient with severe 
abdominal pain got better—or 
he died—through lack of medi- 
eal knowledge, not through ne- 
glect;” ioneer doctors gave 
everything tlieshad for their 
patients—except, of course, the 
quacks. 

Charges for treatment were 
very little a century ago but a 
shilling then was as much to the 
people of that period as $5 is to 
us now. They did their best to 
honour their debts. If the man 
of the family couldn't raise the 
money he paid in produce or 
work. The doctor accepted grain, 
potatoes, apples, lambs, black- 
smith work, use of team, whis- 
key —- yes, and even leeches! 
(Wonder how they = raised 
leeches.) I wonder, too, would 
any of you like to be back In 
“the good old days’? Of course 
it did have certain advantages 


you, weren't likely to get killed 


on the highway. On the other 
hand you might get caught in a 
storm and freeze to death. You 
didn’t have to worry about 
power failure or frozen plumb- 
ing. Candlelight did very. nicely 
until coal-oll lamps came in. 
The creek served as a bathroom 
in summer and a wooden tub in 
front of blazing pine logs for 
an occasional soaking in winter.

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COMPOSTS 


Every garden should have a 
compost heap say the experts 
but they never explain how we 
can squeeze this valuable asset 
into a tiny garden where we are 
already cramped for space. A 
compost heap is valuable and 


tf there is room, we should 


have one down at the back by 
all means, But it can be a bit 
of trouble and mess where the 
backyard is small. In that case, 
the thing to do is simply to bury 
weeds, grass clippings, and any- 
thing else that will rot quickly 
between the rows of vegetables 


or flowers. We do not bury deep- 


ly, but with a few inches of 
soil, Anything that will rot has 
some fertilizer value and it 
makes humus which keeps soil 
open. : 

If we have a bit more room, 
then ave should have a regular 
compost heap. Here we simply 
pile in shallow layers anything 


) that will rot quickly and we 


cover with soil to help the rot- 
ting and keep away flies and 
neighbors’ dogs. Rotting or 
breaking down can be speeded 
by adding commercial fertilizer 
and possibly some of the special 
chemical preparations to assist 
nature in the breaking down pro- 
cess. The top of the heap should 
be kept flat to absorb rain and 
prevent drying out and in dry 
weather it is a good plan to 
soak occasionally with the hose. 
After a few months in the com- 
post heap all this refuse will 
break down into excellent fine 
garden soil. 


AVOID THESE 


Two of the commonest mjs- 
takes in gardening are planting 
too deep and too close together. 

The general rule for depth is 
three times the diameter of the 
seed. For tiny keed like that of 
portulaca or alyssum or lettuce, 
this means simply sowing on top 
of the soil and pressing in light- 
ly. To spread more evenly, we 
may mix seed with sand before 
we sow, For bigger seed say the 
size of peas or corn, half to an 
inch deep will be about right. 
Potatoes, gladiolus and dahlias 
go down from six to twelve 
inches, 

As for spacing, the size of the 
seed has nothing to do with it. 
Even tiny seeded things like 
alyssum or portulaca, or onions, 
require space to develop proper- 
ly. The safe rule is at least half 
as much space between sprouted 
full grown. With small flowers 
least a couple of inches between 
plants as they will be high when 
and vegetables this means. at 
and with say zinnias, peas, beans, 
etc., four to six inches. With 
dahlias, corn, tomatoes, this 
should he at least 12 to 18 inches. 


NO HURRY 


Ifthe spring is late, one shoul’ 
not fret. 'n the first place fret- 
ting will not help bring the 
warm days any faster and sec- 
ondly there is still plenty of 
time anywhere in Canada to 
have a fine garden, even if we 
can’t get a spade in the ground 
until late May. Indeed there are 
several quick growing things 
which will make abundant bloom 
or fine meals for the table even 
if planted in June. The experts, 
incidentally, always warn the 
beginner to take it easy, to pre- 
pare the soil-well, and wait until 
the spring weather has really 
arrived. Of course, one should 
get nursery stock and some of 
the hardier sorts of flowers and 
vegetables planted as soon as 
possible, but the main sowings 
are best postponed until around 
this time or even later. 

Spreading the plantings, too, 
over a fairly long period, right 
up to July in the warmer parts 
of Canada, is always advisable. 
In this way the harvest of 
flowers and vegetables is spread 
out too.

cent to the higher plateaus of 
prize money, a question may be 
devised to knock him off the 
show. Sometimes a loser is 
needed to give the program 
psychological — and economic — 
balance. 


The art of writing quiz ques- 
tions can make lethal ones seem 
no tougher than easy ones. “If 
a producer knows that contes- 
tant’s favorite opera is Lucia di 
Lammermoor, - and that he 
knows more, about this opera 
_than any other,” explains one 
old hand, “a very difficult, mul- 


ti-part question on Lucia would ’ 


be apple pie ‘to the contestant, 
-but a multi-part question invdl- 
_ving difficult details in’ several 
different operas could be calcu- 
lated to defeat the contestant 
while seeming no tougher to the 
casual viewer.” 


When a contestant has reach- 
ed all but the biggest payoff on 
$64,000 Question, audience psy- 
chology virtually demands his 
victory. In its 22 months on the 
air, only two of the players who 
elected a $64,000 question have 
failed to win. (The system of 
control is not foolproof; it was 
not proof, for example, against 
the mental block that stumped 
Randolph Churchill at the $128 
level.) But most big winners 
have been blessed by crucial 
questions right up their alleys. 
Marine Captain Richard Me- 
Cutcheon, the cocking expert, 
whose particular specialty is 
French cuisine, got his $64,000 
question in French cuisine, not 
in Cantonese or Neapolitan fare. 
Shoemaker Gino Prato, the 
opera expert, whose knowledge 
of German or French repertory 
is not up to his Italian special- 
ty, got his tough questions on 
Italian opera. Jockey Billy Pear- 
son, a $64,000 winner whose art 
expertise does not extend to 
Chinese art, says: “I studied like 
hell on Chinese art. But I never 
got a-question on it.” 


How to Groom Winners. How 
do the producers determine 
where each contestant is weak 
or strong? On Twenty One, can- 
didates cann6t qualify for the 
show without taking a four- 
hour, 363-question test that 
ranges across the spectrum of 
subjectsgused on the show. Co- 
Producer Dan Enright began 
burning the test papers several 
weeks ago to avert any suspi- 
clon that they were’ being used 
to study the contestant’s know- 
ledge patterns. But before the 
test papers are burned, some- 
body at the Twenty One office 
must still look at them to grade 
them. Charles Van Doren, the 
show’s most famed alumnus, 
feels certain that no questions 
were being form-fitted to his 
phenomenal mind. Certainly no- 
body in the quiz business sug- 
gests thet his defeat on an easy 
question (Who is King of the 
Belgians?) could have been de- 
sired, let alone designed, by the 
show's producers. 

At Entertainment Productions 
Inc., which produces $64,000 
Question and 000 Challenge, 
Executive Producer Steve Car- 
lin, who insists that all stories 
of stacked questions “are ridicu- 
lous,” says that there is no writ- 
ten examination. He explains 
that applicants, merely get a 
brief, informal screening. But 
former contestants make it sound 
more rigorous. Captain McCut-

chen: “I think they establish 
pretty well your limits.” Music 
Professor Richard Gore: “The 
questioning was comparable to 
an oral exam for a Ph.D.” Base- 
ball Expert Patrick J. Keough:

Plotting the Show. she pack- 
agers of both $64,000 shows uo 
produced NBC’s The Big Sur- 
prise, which folded not long 
ago. One of its planners offers 
this insight into the big-money 
show: “We always used a plot, 
an ideal way we would like the 
half-hour, to go. If one contes- 
tant wasn’t getting a good audi- 
ence reaction, we would say that 
ideally it would be good if he

1,000 and then missed $2,000. 
It develops a little audience an- 
tagonism if anyone loses right 
away.

The sum of $64,000 no longer in- 
spires audience awe. Viewers 
have become so blase that the 
producers arbitrarily changed 
their rules to enable Schoolboy 
Strom to win as much as $256,- 
000, and devised new rules to 
let Clerk Nadler keep winning 
too. More important, a kind of 
inflation has also hit the con- 
testants: instead of the kind of 
ordinary people who struck a 
responsive. chord in. viewers, 
they i.ow run to narrow specia- 
lists and photographic minds ~ 
“freaks,” as the trade calls them. 
Given a margin of error for the 
contestants’ human foibles, the 
producers seem to be able to 
control virtually everything — 
except their own fears of losing 
their audience.—From TIME.

This 
does not mean that a lot of ex- 
pensive equipment and gadets 
are necessary but simply mak- 
ing sure that what we have 
is suitable and in good shape. 

A-dull, rusty hoe, a rake with 
a loose or broken handle, or 
a power mower out of adjust- 
ment is more of a hindrance 
than a help and so is a spade 
in a job that call for a culti- 
vator or vice versa. 

Compared with most other 
hobbies or recreation, equip- 
ment costs for gardening are 
trivial. We can, if necessary, get 
along with little more than a 
rake, a cultivator and a spade. 
But a few other special tools 
won't cost much and they will 
make things easier and more 
interesting. 

For stirring up the soil and 
thinning and killing weeds, for 
instance, there are several types 
and sizes of hand cultivators. 
These range from little ones or 
two pronged things- 10 or 12 
inches long to wheel hoes which 
we push through thé/larger gar- 
deps. It is well to“Nave two or 
three cultivators of various sizes 
for working around plants and 
rows of different sizes. Then 
there are such things as dutch 
hoes for wholesale weeding and 
for cultivation under bushes and 
spreading . plants, and_ single 
bladed affairs for 
trenches for seeds and bulbs. 

Except for the very small 
tools, it is well to get all these 
things, as well as rakes, hoes 
and so on, with long handles. 
These save stooping. 

Special Purposes 

There are flowers which seem 
to be designed for special pur- 
poses. Some just naturally have 
long stems like costnos, sweet 
peas, gladiolus, scabiosa, mari- 
golds and many more and there- 
fore are particularly suitable 
for cutting for bouquets and 
giving away to grateful friends. 

Others again are specially 
sweet scented like the stocks, 


nicotine, heliotrope, lavender, - 


mignonette and _ carnation; 
others again attractive to hum- 
ming birds like the scarlet run- 
ner bean. There are a few such 
as the straw flower which we 
can cut, dry and then they will 
stay bright all winter indoors. 

And as for shape, size and 
colour, there is an unlimited 
‘choice. We can have an all red 
or all blue or all white flower 
garden. We can have midgets 
only a few inches high or giants 
that will run up close to six 
feet. 

It is all these differences, most 
of ere listed in the Cana- 
dian seed calalogue, that makes 
flower gardening so interesting 
so Interesting and results in no 
two flower gardens anywhere in 
the world being exactly alike. 
Keep Planting 

Too much emphasis cannot be 
laid om continued planting. It 
is much better to plant a little 
every week for a month or so 
than to try and get everything 
in at once; There is no good 
reason why most vegetables 
and a lot of flowers cannot be 
planted for many weeks yet and 
this gradual planting will pro- 
‘duce far more satifactory re- 
sults than sowing or setting out 
all at once. The vegetable gar- 
den particularly, should be 
planted gradually with only a 
portion of the carrots, beets, 
beans, corn, etc. sown at one 
time. 

In the flower line, experi- 
enced gardeners will sow such 
things as zinnias, petunias, as- 
ters, cosmos and other annuals 
in little plots here and there in 
the flower garden. When these 
come up they will leave only a 
few plants in the original posi- 
tion and transplant the surplus 
to other parts of the garden. 
Handled carefully, these trans- 
plants will come along almost 
as quickly as those left untouch- 
ed and thus a large flower gar- 
den can be planted at trivial 
cost.

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In Quest Of The 
Strong-Man Killer 


The two young artists, Pam- 
ela Raper and Isabel Manton, 
arrived at the Poppy Club Youth 
Hostel, La Cappe, near Toulon, 
thrilled at the prospect of a ro- 
mantic Mediterranean holiday. 
But six days later Pamela had 
vanished and fishermen 
trawling off the coast found her 
body in one of their nets. 


That was in the summer of 
1938 and-—as is always the case 
when British women vanish or 
are found murdered in France 
—it affected the nation deeply. 
Mt ois felt there is 
particularly poignant and sinis- 
ter in unprotected women fall- 
ing victims to evil in a foreign 
land, far from home.

It is therefore understandable 
that Greenwall'’s penetrating 
probe into these cases is also a 
challenging criticism of French 
police methods and apparent 
apathy.

“She fell seventy-five feet be- 
fore she rolled into the sea, The 
strong current carried her down 
the coast to the fishing village 
where she was found in the 
fisherman’s net,” was their ver- 
dict. 

The case was dropped. But 
what of the “man of great 
strength” mentioned in the 
medical experts’ report? Green- 
wall asks. And another weak 
link: Where was her camera 
which twenty gendarmes had 
searched for in vain? 


Another strange fact had been 
left unexplained. After her 
death her. passport and pefson- 
al papers had been taken to the 
British Consulate in Toulon; 
while the consul was absent on 
holiday his house had been 
burgled and the passport and 
papers stolen. 


Why, and whom? 


An actin ritish Consul- 
General at Marseilles, Reginald 
Arthur Lee, figures in another 
unplumbed mystery. On July 
Sth, 1930, he vanished and has 
not been traved to this day. 
One theory was that he had 
been murdered for frustrating 
the schemes of a drug-smug- 
gling ring, but the Foreign Of- 
fice has denied that his work 
Was ever concerned with anti- 
smuggling. 

These and other riddles 
Greenwall examines, often with 
new evidence gathered person~- 
ally on the spot. His facts and 
theories are as gripping as those 
in any detection thriller. His 
comment on French police 
methods should do some good, 
for these cases show that there 
is little to deter killers from 
committing brutal crimes, since 
they go undetected or inade- 
quately punished.

Fresh, rosy rhubarb chiffon 
ple — what could look préttier 
or taste more like spring? 


Fill a 9-inch ple plate with 
graham cracker crumb . crust, 
made with a generous amount of 
butter, and then add this filling: 


1 tbIsp. unflavored gelatin 

\% cup cold water 

3 eggs, separated 

1 cup sugar 

1 cup cooked rhubarb (3 cups 
uncooked). 

1 tablespoon lemon juice 

\% teaspoon salt 

\% teaspoon lemon extract. 


Sprinkle gelatin into cold 
water in small cup. In top of 
double boiler beat egg yolks. 
Stir in % cup sugar and cooked 
rhubarb. Cook over hot water, 
stirring constantly until mix- 
ture coats spoon and is thick- 
ened, Stir in lemon juice. Add 
softened gelatin and stir until 
gelatin is completely dissolved. 

Cool until mixture holds shape 
when dropped from spoon. Add 
salt to egg Whitee and beat un~- 
till stiff but not dry. Gradeelly 
add salt to egg whites and beat 
until stiff but not.dry. Gradually 
add remaining % cup sugar, beat- 
ing until stiff meringue forms. 
Add meringue and lemon ex- 
tract to cooled gelatin mixture 
and fold in until well blended. 
Pile into chilled pie shell. Chill 
until well set (3 to 4 hours).

“As early in the morning as I 
can make it, and on Thursday or 
Friday.

Toby Jugs Named 
After Guzzler 
Two thousand gallons of 


strong ale were drunk by the 
notorious eighteenth-century 


_ drinker, Henry Elwes, from his 


favourite jug — a plan silver 
tankard which he loved so much 
that he even kept it, filled with 
beer, by his bedside at night in 
case he woke up thirsty. 

He was so fond of beer that 
his friends nicknamed him 
Toby Fillpot. And the very first 
Toby jug ever made Was a rep- 
resentation of him drinking his 
2,000th gallon. 

It was called a Toby Fillpot, 
but others which followed were 


known as Toby jugs — those 
grotesque pieces of Stafford- 
shire ware which collectors 


prize so highly to-day. 

Bidding was brisk and prices 
good at a recent sale of Toby 
jugs in London. Some fetched 
$150 and more. The record price 
ever paid for a Toby jug, how- 
ever, was 500 guineas in 1918. 
It was a very rare specimen. 

The landlord of a Manchester 
pub has collected thirty Toby 
jugs in thirty-five years. Every 
day he spends hours touring in 
search of additional jugs for 
his remarkable collections which 
is very valuable. 

The earliest Toby jug known 
is dated 1750 and shows the 
familiar figure of an elderly 
countryman with a black, tri- 
cornered hat wearing a 
gay apple-green coat, yellow 
breeches, white stockings, a 
striped brown, blue, and white 
brown and white beer jug on 
his knee. In all there are about 
twenty-five varieties of  fig« 
ure known to the collector of 
Toby jugs.

Mayflower II is at sea and on 
her way to America. But at this 
moment she loiters still within 
the bounds of the lost Kingdom 
of Lyonesse, wandering slowly 
from end to end of King Ar- 
thur’s legendary realm that now 
sleeps beneath the sea, waiting 
for the key of the wind tc open 
the gate beyond the outpost 
Scilly Isles to the Atlantic. 

This shoud be inscribed upon 
her coat of arms; have patience. 

The two words represent not 
only the essence of the ship’s 
experience so far but also in a 


sense the very meaning of her. 


For the wind keeps -no sched- 
ule but its own. The lesson of 
sail is that one learns “to work 
with and not against,” a lesson 
most surely applicable to Anglo- 
American relations. 

This it is also that sums up 
the weal attraction of ‘sailing 
ships for the Mayflower’s mas- 
ter, Comdr. Alan Villiers. If 
there is one person connected 
with the project who at this 
moment is completely unruffed 
and at ease, determined to make 
the best of the wind when it 
does come and happy to wait 
for it while it does not, it is 
doubtless Captain Villiers. 

“People these days work 
against time. At sea, under sail, 
you work with time,” Captain 


’ Villiers said to the writer as he 


balanced against the edge of his 
chart table in his sea cabin on 
April 20. “Steamships work 
against the sea; sailing ships like 
this must work with it. And 
Those who sail must likewise 
learn to live, never against, but 
always with themselves. And 
with each other.”

Would she 
leave now, as soon as the Lord 
Mayor had bid’ adieu? 

The crowd waited. As it 
waited it grew; And as it grew 
it waited. Noon came dnd 
passed, And so did lunch-time! 
Rumor ran around it was going 
to be three o'clock, four o’clock, 
six o'clock, tomorrow, Monday. 
Everybody had had it straight 
from somcone who knew some- 
one who had seen Captain 
Villiers 15 minutes before. 


The master of Mayflower 
would go when the ship was 
ready. 

The crowd on the Hoe, with 
its children, its dogs, its binocu- 
lars and telescopes and cameras, 
looked down on an extraordin- 
ary sight, a veritable Dunkirk of 
little boats swarming round the 
beautiful Elizabethan vessel — 
drive-yourself motor boats, row- 
ing dinghies, sailing boats, motor 
launches, tripper steamers, canoes 
cutters, lobster boats, drifters, 
smacks, and even one. great 
millionaire’s motor yacht, white 
and clean as a new £100 note, 
which idled by, looked down 
for a moment or two at the 
little Mayflower and then glided 
off to anchor in the bay. 


At 4.35 the sun came out. And 
simultaneously a tug began to 
toot and twist and clear an 
open space around the May- 
flower.

At 6.30 it was a perfect spring 
evening in the romantic painters’ 
manner. The sun behind soft 
barred purple clouds; .westward 
silver spotlights on the darken- 
ing sea; calm on the blue water 
and a mist across the headlands 
in the east; and, lower left a 
shaft of brilliant sunlight. strik- 
ing one solitary triangular sail. 

Now Mayflower herself hoisted 
all sail..The tug turned home 
The ati@dant boats hovered 
uncertainly and then left ene hy 
one. Darkness closed very slow- 
ly in with the ship alone, drift- 
ing on the tide, her sails hanging 
empty, waiting in King Arthur's 
Cornwall for the wind.

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Each year there are reports 
from commercial vegetable 
growers and home gardeners 
that plants have been damaged 
by top or side dressings of com- 
mercial fertilizer. Investigation 
of these reports says M. Mc- 
Gibbon, Plant Nutritionist at 
the Canada Department of Ag- 
riculture Experimental Farm, 
Summerland, B.C. has shown 
that most cases of fertilzer 
damage were caused by im- 
proper methods of application 
and that the same amounts and 
kind of fertilizer could. have 
been applied safely if certain 
precautions had been taken. 


Growers often become impa- 
tient with the slow growth that 
young transplants, such as to- 
matoes, make during cool per- 
jods in early summer. They 
feel that the plants need fertil- 
izer and place a. band of it 
around and often touching the 
stem of the young tender plant. 
The result i that a small: area 
of concentrated fertiliwer salts 
is formed which burns the 
tender young’ root and stem 
tissues and may kill the plant. 
Fertilizer should be spread and 
worked into the soil before 
transplanted crops are set out, 
in which case the plants will 
not need any further fertilizer 
until they are at least half- 
grown. At that time, if they 
need a supplementary applica- 
tion of fertilizer, it should be 
sprinkled lightly on the soil in 
the area to which the roots are 
likely to spread, but not con- 
centrated around the plant stem. 
It will then be taken gradually 
into the plant root zone either 
by rain or artificial sprinkling 
and utilized by the plant with- 


out damage. 
ae * * 


Instances of fertilizer dam-, 


age to home gardens and lawns 
9ften occur when the gardener 
applies chemical fertilizer and 
waters it in. This usually hap- 
pens because the. plants were 
parched before the fertilzer was 
applied. In such cases, the 
plants immediately start to ab- 
sorb water and soluble fertil- 
izer salts, often more salts than 
the plant can stand at one time, 
and damage ‘o various parts of 
the plants cesults. The safe 
way to apply commercial fer- 
tilizer in such cases is to water 
the lawn or garden thoroughly 
the day before the fertilizer is 
to be applied, apply the fertil- 
izer and then follaw with a light 
watering to carry the fertilizer 
down to the plant root zone. 
Even highly  conecentrated 
chemical fertilizers can be ap- 
plied safely by this method. 

Ghemical fertilizers are a ne- 
cessity for satisfactory plant 
gfowth in, most areas. They can 
be used to great benefit with- 
out danger of damage if a few 
simple precautions are taken in 
their use. , PS a

A 
large number of herbicides 
have been tested as possible 
buckwheat killers. In agree- 
ment with other workers, it has 
been found that 2,4-D is the 
most effective of the selective 
‘herbicides currently available 
for wild buckwheat. The esters 
and particularly the low vola- 
tile esters have been superiof 
to the other formulations. It 
has also been demonstrated that 

“better results are obtained if 
the Z, is applied when the 
wild buckwhel@ is in the one 
to two true leaf stage of de- 
velopment. This is probably the 
most critical factor involved in 
obtaining a control, which is 
expressed not as outright kill of 
the plant but rather as a re- 
tardation of growth. Thus, it 
has been known that a single 
application of a 2,4-D ester, ap- 
plied at the early stage, at a 
rate of 8 to 12 oz. per acre will 
give reasonably good control.

When the buckwheat has only 
one ‘to two true leaves, the crop 
‘likewise ig usually in the one 
to two leaf stage of growth. This 
is a very susceptible period, 
jhence the use of high rates of 
2,4-D has injured the crop. This 
difficulty has been circumvent- 
ed by the use of two applica- 
tions of 2,4-D or MCPA esters 
at relatively low rates. The first 
applicatior must be made early 
and the second should be made

about one week after the first. 
This gives much better control 
than if the second application 
is delayed two or three weeks 
as the longer interval seems to 
allow the plants to recover or to 
reach a more resistant stage.

Baséd on the results fo date. 
the following is a recommenda- 
tion for the chemical control of 
wild buckwheat. In chemical 
control it is important ‘that wild 
buckwheat be treated when in 
the first and second true leaf 
stage. In fields of wheat and 
barley the best results have 
been obtained with two treat- 
ments of 2,4-D ester applied 
one’ week apart at 5 oz. acid per 
acre. In fields of oa fs good re- 
sults can be expected from two 
treatments of MCPA ester ap- 
plied one week apart.at 5 oz. 
acid per acre. In years when the 
wild buckwheat is in the first 


. and second true leaf stage be- 


fore the grain crop is in a stage 
that is safe to trea, it is recom- 
mended that MCPA ester be 
used as less damage will be 
done to the crop.

This old homestead that has 
been farmed almost continu- 
ously since 1822 now belongs to 
the Department of Highways. 
What will happen to it now is 
anyone’s guess. Of course we 
know to a certain extent.

We could’ have 
kept the house and part of the 
land but we would have. been 
only 125’ from the highway.

And let 
me say this: There are many 
complaints about the Depart- 
ment -- they don’t pay enough; 
they take your land whether or 
not you Want to sell; they: cut 
down trees, break féness, walk 
through your farm when thvy 
feel like it.. We haven't any 
complaint on any of those 
scores. All we objected to was 
the dangerously hidden iron 
stakes. The surveyors have al- 
ways been most courteous even 
if they do come in when they 
feel like it. The amount of de- 
struction has been kept to a 
minimum. As for the finan- 
cial settlement — we have been 
well satisfied. We were paid 
according to land values in this 
immediate ‘vicinity, and what 
more could anyone ask? Pay-~ 
ment to start with was a little 
slow in coming but an inquiry 
directed to the Property Office 
very soon brought satisfactory 
ftesults. So -- no complaints -~ 
and very few regrets. 


People expect us to feel 
badly at leaving the farm. They 
look surprised when they find 
we are not. If we were selling 
to another farmer that would 
be a different matter. If it 
were still a farm we would want 
ot be here ourselves — not see 
somone @hse plowing our fields; 
some other farmer’s cows in 
our barn; some other family in 
our house. We wouldn't like 


it at all. But the way things 
are now it would be no 
pleasure to stay in the house 
and watch bulldozers rooting 


out trees and dirt-movers tear- 
ing up the fields. It would be 
like watching a slow death 
watching living, productive 
fields turned into con- 
crete and then eventually see 
hundreds of cars every hour 
speeding by where Cows 
had peacefully grazed. 

There is yet another way of 
looking at it. For thirty-four 
years Ginger Farm has provid- 
ed us with a living.

Tricks That Catch Wall-eyed Pike 


May is a magic'month in the 
middle west.- It means it’s time 
to go fishin’ again. And most 
fishermen who have dipped 
their lines in the early spring 
ever the years have their spot 
all picked out. Chances are 


they’ve been fishing this same 


oe water with the same 
of guys for a couple of 
decades on opening day. One old 
ke from Minneapolis is looking 

rward to his 52nd opening day 
on Lake Mille Lacs. 

These are the veterans, and 
they are odds-on favorites to 
fill their stringers by noon. But 
what about the newcomer who 
hasn’t fished this area before? 
How can he find out where the 
good spots are? 

There’s one sure-fire way to 
get the straight dope. Pick a 
town in a lake section and wan- 
der down to the local bait shop 


the day before the season opens: 


You'll get more tips on good 
fishing water than you can 
cover in a whole season. An- 
ether good bet is to contact the 
local game warden. It’s part of 
his job to see that the sportsman 
enjoys his fishing trip, and you'll 

him willing to help. 

k for the pebbly reefs and 


shoals if you're after walleyes 


because these fish have just 
spawned and aren’t out in deep 
water yet. Still fishing and trol- 
Ming with live minnows accounts 
for most of the walleye limits, 
and one of the favorite rigs is the 


, three-way swivel with a bell 


sinker on two or three feet of 
Mne off one ring. The other has 
a gut leader (slightly longer) 
with the minnow hooked light- 
ly under the dorsal fin. This ar- 
yangement keeps the minnow 
alive and allows him to swim 
freely in a fairly wide circle. 
The northern pike is a vor- 
acious eater at this time of 
year and is a favorite quarry be- 
eause of his mean temper. He 
too has just come back into the 
lake from spawning beds up 
wivers or in flooded swamps.

The northern is a plenty savvy 
fighter so don’t let him play 
possum near the boat. Usually 
after a good scrap he will appear 
to give up and allow himself to 
be towed toward the boat like 
a floating log. When he does 
this, hang on, because he’s just 
faking. About the time you are 
congratulating yourself on a nice 
fish he will explode into the air 
and throw the plug right at your 
head. 


If you’re fishing inland waters 
this spring and are looking for 
‘a different, kind of thrill, try 
the lake trout. Any of the local 
folks can tell you which are the 
best trout lakes, and there is 
some first-rate sport here with a 
light rig. 

Shortly after the ice goes out, 
the lake trout, who usually dwell 
in deeper water, come up around 
shore looking for minnows and 
newly hatched fry. Take a canoe 
and slide along the rocky shore- 
lines or around the islands and 
cast bright, little spoons over the 
drop-offs, 

The trout you catch will be 
four to eight pounders with 
plenty of fight. They seldom 
break watertbut go for the deep 
holes or over sharp rocks. They 
are lightning-fast swimmers and 


have a change of pace that will - 


fool you — and man, what eat- 
ing. 

Other than early May, perhaps 
the most anticipated event of 
the season is the annual explo- 
sion of muskies found in inland 
waters. It occurs usually be- 
tween the oi of July and the 
Ist of Au , and is always 
fabulous. : 

In one week-end in. this period 
during the 1955 season more than 
60 big muskies were caught in 
one small bay. There is a small, 
but growing body of anglers 
who claim that one of fishing’s 
finest thrills. is to be found on 
a good panfish lake with a light 
fly rod. To this group the mid- 
western lakes offer two great 
scrappers — bluegills and crap- 
pies. : 

Local fishermen who pursue 
this hobby have taken to build- 
ing anchored brush rafts on the 
ice in the wintertime. When the 
ice melts, the raft sinks and 
provides ideal cover for the pan- 
fish. 

When May rolls around this 
year the fishing season will be 
on once again. It will bring 
thrills that only a fisherman can 
understand. Chances are that on 
that day there will be headlines 
of new crises, new bombs, new 
threats — but, who cares, in 
May it’s fishin’ time. 


How Can I? 


Q. How can I clean lincleum 
that has become spotted with 
paint or rust? 

A. Rub it gently with steel 
shavings or emery paper. 

Q. How can I remove old wall 
paper from the wall? 

A. By using a heaping table- 
spoonful of saltpeter to a gallon 
of hot water.and applying free- 
ly with a flat brush. Keep the 
water: hot and the paper can 
be pulled off: easily. 

Q. How can I remove 
scratches from dark furniture? 

A. They will hardly be notice- 
able if they are painted with 
jodine befort polishing with fur- 
niture polish. 

Q. How can I tighten screws 
in furnituresthat are loose and 
keep falling out? 

A. Dip them in glue and 
screw back in pla’e immediate- 


"ly. They will not loosen again. 


Q. How can I revive the col- 
ors in a faded rug or carpet? 

A. Try applying a weak solu- 
tion of alum and water, 


Easier If Sharp! 

With all gardening’ equip- 
ment, it will pay in dollars and 
in toil saved to keep it in good 
shape. It takes only a minute or 
two to scrape the dirt off a 
cultivator or spade before. put- 
ting away and not many more 
minutes to add a drop of oil to 
prevent rust. Also an occasional 


“scrape with an old file will make 


a hoe or cultivator kill about 
ten times as many weeds. With 
power tools it is essential that 
they be oiled and greased re- 
gularly and moving parts should 
be wiped off with an oily rag, 
especially after mowing when 
the grass is damp or cultivating 
when the garden is dusty. It is 
also an excellent rule after 
using any power machinery to 
check over main bolts and nuts 
and see that they are tight. 
Properly handled and reason- 
ably cared for, a power mower 
or garden tractor will last for 
years. 

Watch For Bugs 

With so many easily applied 
chemical mixtures on the mar- 
ket, there is little if any excuse 
for having our flowers and veg- 
etables damaged by insects or 
disease. It is no longer necessary 
to prepare various concoctions. 
All that one has to do is to go to 
the nearest seed store, tell them 
our troubles and get some handy 
preparation which is simply 
dusted or sprayed on. For every 
bug or disease there is a speci- 
fic cure or control. The main 
thing is to start control measures 
just as soon as the first injury 
appears. Treatment is not ex- 
pensive. ° 

A healthy, clean and vigor- 
ously growing garden is the best 
insurance against injury. Well 
spaced, well cultivated plants 
are far less susceptible to trou- 
ble than neglected plots over- 
run with weeds. Prompt clean- 
up measures, after harvest or 
blooming, and in the spring and 
fall will also help greatly. Many 
bugs and diseases live over in 
the ground, or in weeds along 
the edge of the garden. Clean- 
ing these up regularly will help 
substantially in keeping a gar- 
den healthy. 

Is It Ready? 

It is a mistake and often a 
serious one to do any general 
cultivating or sowing while the 
ground is muddy, either be- 
cause the winter's frost is still 
coming out or there have been 
recent rains. Heavy soil, espe- 
cially, is liable to bake hard and 
lumpy if dug or worked while 
too wet. A good test is to take 
a little earth and squeeze it in 
the hand. If when released, it 
crumbles, it is safe to work. If 
it forms and holds in a ball, 
however, it is best to let dry 
out further. 


Straight Rows For Vegetabies 
String-straight rows and as 
long as possible in the vegetable 
garden are not a sign of fussi- 
ness but of efficiency or com- 
mon sense. It will pay a dozen 
times over to take a little care 
in planting our carrotts, lettuce, 
beans and torhatoes straight and 
cultivation is simple and quick 
evenly spaced. When we do this 
and it is safe too, even when 
the new plants are just start- 
ing to peek through the soil. 
If we are sure the row is 
straight and the plants in the 
row evenly spaced then we can 
weed quickly and cultivation is 
only half the chore it would be 
if the seed was tossed in any- 
where. A long string and some 
good stakes are absolute musts 
in planting. Because the neat 
vegetable garden is so easily 
cared for, many gardeners also 
plant the flowers they will use 
for cutting right along side the 


vegetables. This is an excellent | 


place for a row of sweet peas, 
for the main planting of gladi- 
olus and for any flower seeds 
left over from the regular beds.

If pharmacy has made tremendous 
progress in the last 54 years, it’s also 
lost a lot of its directness, says 
Francis.

“I haven’t made a pill for 30 or 40 
years,” he says.

He was ty-two when he 
married, already ravaged by |

LEAF FOR HER BOOK — An original way of sending greetings 


brings a smile of pleasure to the face of recipient Maria Rossi 
of Rome, Italy.

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Now it’s about time to start 
making your jams and jellies 
for next winter’s use. All too ofe 
ten summer slips by, and come 
October, the jam and jelly cup- 
board is bare. So why ‘not get 
off to a godd start now. At this 
time of the year just about 
everybody clamors for a change 
in diet, and along comes the 
strawberry crop to help you 
make delicious sweet spreads, 

Modern methods of prepara- 
tion have taken the guesswork 
out of jam and jelly making. To- 
day, we know that any fruit — 
even those known as non-jelling 
fruits — can easily be made into 
delicious jams and jellies. This 
modern method is so simple and 
controlled that even a beginner 
will be successful. Based on a 
short boil of just 1 minute — 
only long enough to sterilize the 
mixture and prevent spoilage — 
it calls for balanced proportions 
of fruit acid, sugar and pectin. 
And, of eourse, the secret of 
success is to add commercjal 
fruit pectin in either liquid or 
erystal form, 

While pectin occurs naturally 
in all fruits, some contain more 
and the amount 
varies with the degree of ripe- 
hess, being greatest in slightly 
underripe fruit. When fruits are 
fully ripe, flavor and color are 
best, but unfortunately, there are 
very few fruits which. contain 
enough pectin to form a jel when 
fully ripe. Before the advent of 
commercial fruit pectin, a house- 
wife would use a mixture of 
underripe and ripe-fruit or a 
mixture of a low and a high pec- 
tin fruit, Then she would have 
to boil her jelly or jam 20 to 
30 minutes, or until the fruit 
acid, sugar and pectin were in 
proper proportion to make the 
mixture jel. Results depended on 
complicated tests and the home- 
maker was never sure if her 
jam or jelly would set. 


Today,. the homemaker can 
make jam or jelly with perfect 
confidence in the results. She 
uses fully ripe fruit for best fla- 
vor and color, follows tested re- 
cipes —--adds pectin in either 
liquid or erystal form and just 
15 minutes after her fruit or 
juice has been prepared, the jam 
or jelly has been bottled and 
paraffined and is ready to be put 
away. 

She knows, too, that her jam 
or jelly will have the delicious 
natural flavor and color of fully 
ripe fruit, because the cooking 
time is so short that very little 


evaporation takes place. What's 
more, the modern method is also 
the economical way, because she 
will get up to 50% more jam or 
jelly than she would with the 


long boil method from the same 


amount of fruit. 


And here is a selection of our 


favourite jams and jelly recipes.

To 
aid in doing this, Mr. Wherry 
quotes from an advertisement for 
one“of these cars: 

“Do you often carry six full- 
sized adults in your car? Do 
you often carry a baby elephant 
with you? Do you enjoy paying 
out lots of money for gasoline? 
Do you need two tons of weight 
to take your wife shopping? Do 
you often need to travel faster 
than 60 miles an hour?” 

If the reader answers “no” to 
three or more of these questions 
he may be in the market for a 
small car, it is suggested. 

Here are some of Mr. Wherry’s 
comments on the /cars he tested: 

German Volkswagen: “Is the 
Volkswagen overrated? No, it is 


not, Nejther is it perfect, but it- 


comes as close-to being that as 
any, car in its European price 
class, and the care that went 
into its engineering and that has 
gone into its fabrication to date 
forces one to agree that its sales 
success has been merited.” 
British Morris Minor: “. ‘ 
while its sales have never been 
spectacular it has its devotees 
who swear by it and not at it. 
Reliability, good worth for the 
cost, and superbly easy handling 
and good economy have earned 
it a good reputation to the point 
that right now some dealers say 
it is in short supply... .

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THE RIGHT WAY TO PAINT YOUR HOUSE ¥ 


There is a right and a wrong way to do any job, as any good 
do-it-yourselfer knows, The right way is usually the easier and 


more economical in the long run, 
This is particularly true in painting a house, according to the 
experts. 


They suggest that once the color scheme has been decided 
upon the next step is to estimate how much paint to buy. To do 
this, measure the distance in feet around the house and then 
multiply it by the height to the eave-line. Add extras such as 
gable ends. Don’t deduct for doors and windows as these com- 
pensate for the amount of paint needed for eaves and clapboard 
edges. Divide the total by 550 for the number of gallons needed 
for each coat. Doors, windows, screens and similar trim usually 
require 15 per cent of the amount needed to coat the house once. 


Next step is to prepare the house. Dust, dirt, cracked and 
peeling paint can cause a lot of heartache later if you paint over 
them, Start cleaning at the corner gable so that you don’t throw 
dirt on clean areas. Soap and water will take the dirt off, but 
Only seraping, sanding or burning will take the scaling paint off. 
When scraping réinember to work with the grain so as not to 
mar the wood.

Javelin Hurler 
Has Unique Style 


A sketchy poll of the Penn 
Relays coaches and officials who 
had witnessed Miguel Quadra 
Salcedo’s demonstration of his 
unique side-arm delivery of the 
javelin throw failed to produce 
a single vote that the Spaniard’s 
style was illegal or in any way 
contrary to amended rules of the 
International Amateur Athletic 
Federation. 


Instead of using the normal 
overhand toss employed by most 
javelin throwers, the Spanish 
student of the Puerto Rico Col- 
lege of Agriculture and Me- 
chanics twists his body sideways 
and then uncoils to deliver the 
javelin with a side-arm action. 
His’ three throws in the Frank- 
lin Field exhibition measured 
250, 250.and 265 feet. In an 
earlier practice session, he toss- 
ed the spear 287 feet. The ac- 
cepted world record is 281 feet 
2 inches, and is held by Egil 
Danielsen of Norway. 

Salcedo was limited to an ex- 
hibition at the Penn Relays be- 


* eause he had transferred to the 


Puerto Rican college only last 
January and had not completed 
the full year required of trans- 
fer students under the National 
Collegiate A.A. rules. 

A year ago. Salcedo astound- 


ed the track and field world 
with his prodigious throws. At 
that time, he did start with 
his back toward the throwing 
area and this was clearly 
against the rules which do not 
permit a -avelin thrower to spin 
in the fashion employed by dis- 
cus throwers and. hammer 
throwers. But since Salcedo has 
elminated the spin he does seem

. 38-year-old Mrs. Olava Marlene 


Nielson is Marilyn's half-sister. 
Although so closely related, the 
lives of the two women could 
hardly be more different. 
Marilyn Monroe, glamorous, 
rich, famous, talented, is the 


most féted, admired and publi- - 


cized actress in the world today. 

Mrs. Nielson, the wife of a 
Danish baker, mother of four 
fine sons, is a quietly-spoken 


‘woman who shuns publicity of 


any kind, lives in a_ pleasant 
farmhouse near Copenhagen, and 
has never even seen her glamor- 
ous sister on or off the screen. 

At this, one of the very few 
interviews she has ever granted, 
Marlene Nielson showed the only 
photographs she possessed of 
Marilyn, and explained that only 
recently had she realized the 
success Martyn had achieved. 

Talking through an interpreter 
for she speaks no English, Mar- 
lene Nielson said how distressed 
she had been by Marilyn’s pre- 
vious unhappy life and mar- 
riages. She had never doubted, 
though, that Marilyn was trying 
very hard to find a happy home 
and she was delighted to hear 
of her idyllic marriage to Arthur 
Miller. 

Marlene remembers her father 
quite clearly, though he died 
tragically and while still quite 
young in a car crash when visit- 


ing the United States to study | 


the possibilities of emigrating. 

Hans Mortensen was a Nor~ 
wegian farmer of high standing 
and a leading citizen of Hauge- 
sand. Marlene describes him as 
“a God-fearing, forthright man;” 
who was devoted to her mother, 

Marilyn Monroe, his little 
daughter born in America, was 
only a baby when he died. And 
for her his death meant the be- 
ginning of a series of foster 
homes, with a spell in an orphan- 
age that taught her to be self- 
sufficient and to make the best 
of her environment, but gave 
her v little happiness. 

‘The death of Mortensen alse 
changed things entirely for his 
family in Norway. Their financial 
position deteriorated and, in the 
spring of 1936, the children were 
moved to Denmark. 

There Marlene met and, in the 
following year, married Hans 
Christian Nielson. 

“My husband and I are farm- 
ing people,” she explained. “We 
work hard, but we have a good, 
full life, a comfortable income 
and are very happy.” 

Marlene’s friends and neigh~ 
bours in the small military town 
of Holbaek, thirty miles from 
Copenhagen, pay little attention 
to the fact that she is the sister 
of the glamorous Marilyn Mon- 
roe. They like this neatly dress- 
ed, friendly woman who lives in 
a charming, comfortable, mo- 
dern home, which che runs with 
model effitiency. 

Marlene ielson says very 
firmly that she has never wanted 
to go to the United States, even 
to visit her famous sister, be- 
cause she feels that Denmark 
“is a more stable and rational 
place to live in.” Her only bro- 
ther is happily settled in Tor- 
onto, Canada.

Insects, Animal? 
Forecast Weather 


Attending an evening garden * 
party, a. well-known British. 
maturalist was asked by a friend 
whether he thought it was tlme 
she fetched her jacket. He gazed 
at his watch for several sec- 
ends, then told her that he 
thought it was hardly cool 
@mough, since the temperature 
was 72 degrees. 

Mystified, the woman asked to 
gee the “wonder” watch. But 
the naturalist laughed and ex- 

ed how he had been able to 
the temperature by it. 

In a near-by shrubbery a tree 
ericket had been chirping mer- 
wily all the evening. He had 
recognized it as the kind known 
te naturalists as the tempera- 
fure cricket, and all he had to 
@o to find out the temperature 
was to count the number of 
ehirps it gave in seven seconds, 
double this mumber and then 
add forty-two. 

It had in fact chirped fifteen 
times in the seven seconds. 

_Many creatures make handy 
temperature gauges, varying the 
activities according to whether 
it’s hot or cold. 

For example, except for the 
so-called warm-blooded‘ animals 
(mammals and birds), all ani- 
mals depend for their body tem- 
peratures upon the temperature 


ef the air surrounding them. 


And the rate at which they can 
move depends upon how warm 
their muscles are. 

This explains why on a hot 
afternoon a lizard can run away 
too fast for you to catch it; 
whereas on a cool day it is only 
eapable of sluggish movement. 

The chirruping of the cricket 
ils produced by rubbing the ser- 
rated edges of its fore-wings to- 
gether, while its close relative, 
the grasshopper, “sings” by rub- 
bing the hind leg against the 
fore-wing. Both, of course, are 
the result of the muscle move- 
ments, and therefore. the -rate 
varies according to the temper- 
ature. 

' Perhaps the most famous of all 
the insects whose voices very 


another kind of tree cricket 
ealled the katydid, a curious 
mame derived from the sound 
that it makes. 

As the sun begins to set, so 
the katydids begin their chorus. 
If the temperature is above 77° 
they give their full call, which 
sounds like “Katy did,” with 
every syllable emphasized. 
Then, as the evening wears on 
and the air cools down, the 
gongs gets progressively shorter 
and weaker. 

Below 77° Ixaty suddenly be- 
eomes innocent of whatever mis- 
demeanour she was formerly 
accused, for all the crickets now 
sing “Katy didn’t.” At 73°,. 
however, they again change 
their minds and proclaim un- 
animously that “Katy did.” 

And so they go on, contradic- 
ting themselves every time the 
temperature falls another three 
degrees, passing through “Katy 
didn’t,” “Katy did,” “didn’t” 
and finally reaching “did” at 
about ‘60°, after which silence 
reigns for the rest of the night. 

Making use of insects to de- 
termine the temperature is quite 
a new idea, but the idea of get- 
ting a weather forecast from 
animals dates from much earlier 
times. One of the most widely 
used of these animal weather 
prophets is the European tree 
frog, a handsome little bright 
green creature. 

In many parts of Europe these 
frogs are kept in glass jars, and 
inside each jar is a tiny ladder. 
The frogs’ climb up and down 
the ladders, and the positions 
they take up are supposed to 
indicate what kind of weather 
fs on the way. The whole ef-

fect is very attractive, but its 
reliability is rather doubtful. 

Some creatures show quite 
obvious changes of behaviour 
when thé weather is about to 
alter, and are specially sensitive 
to the approach of storms and 
heavy rain. 

In some parts of Europe there 
is a little freshwater fish called 
the weather fish or thunder fish, 


which is sensitive to changes 


in air pressure. When a storm 
is on the way these little fish 
become very energetic, and can 
be seen splashing about on the 
surface. Sometimes they give 
warning as long as twenty-four 
hours before a storm arrives. 

Eels are sensitive to approach- 
ing stormy weather and become 
very active. Perhaps in their 
case they are excited at the 
prospects of a storm, because 
heavy rain washes an abundance 
of worms and insects of various 
kinds into the river, thus pro- 
viding them with a welcome 
feast. In earlier times the eel 
fishermen of the fens used to 
entice eels towards the surface 
of the water by beating drums. 
The eels viously thought a 
thunderst had arrived, 

Incidentally, the dying duck iff 
a.thunderstorm has some basis 
of fact. A duck has a particularly 
thin skull, and is for this reason 
unusually sensitive to sudden 
changes in air pressure. Fre- 
quently therefore ducks do be- 
come extremely restless and ill 
at ease just before and during 
a thunderstorm. 

Sometimes, though, these. ani- 
mal weather signs are based on 


* fallacies. For example, it used to 


be a “common belief among 
people who lived in Hampstead 
that the sea lions at the London 
Zoo were able to foretell rain, 
because whenever they could 
hear them barking rain usually 
followed. In fact, all this meant 
was that the sea-lions could only 
be heard when the wind was 
south-westerly. At other times 
voices didn’t carry as far as 
Hampstead! 

Spiders are said to strengthen 
their webs if bad weather is 
likely, and careful observation 
of a’spider at work once en- 
abled the French army to cap- 
ture a Dutch town. 

In. 1794, a French officer im- 


prisoned at Utrecht had nothing 
better to do than to watch the 
spiders in his cell going about 
their daily tasks of web build- 
ing. Soon he realized their activ- 
ities varied with the weather, 
and that they seemed able to 
foretell changes. After a while 
he, too, was able to make a 
pretty accurate twenty-four- 
hour. forecast by watching what 
they were doing. 

When the canals froze with the 
onset of winter, the French Army 
invaded Holland, taking their 
artillery and equipment across 
the ice. Just when the operation 
was getting well under way a 
sudden thaw set in, and the 
French general ordered a hasty 
retreat. 


The prisoner had been watch- 
ing his spiders carefully, how- 
ever, and he learned from them 
that the thaw would last less 
than twenty-four hours. Some- 
how he managed to get a mes- 
sage to this effect through to 
the general, and the retreat was 
called off. The spiders’ forecast 
turned out to be quite correct, 
and within a few day Utrecht 
was taken and the» observant 
prisoner was released. 
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Broke Old Record 


On June 29, 1956, Jacques An- 
quetil of France broke a world’s 
record, which had stood in bi- 
cycle racing for 14 years, by 
propelling his bicycle over a 
total of 28.682 miles in one 
hour. Suctess came on the 
Frenchman’s third assault on the 
record, which he beat by 394 
yards at the Vigorelli course in 
Milan, Italy.

In most parts of Canada there is 
still plenty of time for planting 
flowers and vegetables. In many 
parts of this country as a mat- 
ter of fact, it is an early season 
indeed where much planting is 
possible before mid-May. Rush- 
ing will do far more harm than 
good, Both soil and air should 
start to really warm up before 
it is safe to risk most flower and 
vegetable seeds, 

There. are a few things like 
the first lettuce and radishes, 
garden peas and a few onions 
which one can plant }yst about 
as’ soon as the last s leaves. 
But the big bulk of the vege- 
table planting, things like car- 
rots, beets, beans, potatoes, cab- 
bage and so on are not safe un- 


til danger from frost is about 
over. And tender things like “ 


melons, tomatoes, cucumbers 
and corn should not be planted 
or set outside until all danger 
of frost is over, 

The same holds true in the 
flower lines too. The hardy 
things that will withstand a bit 
of frost are not too numerous and 
include sweet peas, cOsmos, mar- 
igolds and a few others which 
are listed as hardy in the seed 
catalogue. Most flowers, how- 
ever,. so far as Cariada is con- 
cerned, are only  semi-hardy 
‘and planting these while there 
is still danger of frost and the 
soil is cold, is largely a waste of 
time. Then if they do g-ow, they 
are liable to be stunted by cold 
and later sown seed will be far- 
ther ahead in the end: ° 
A Fine Bed 

The finer the soil, the better 
the seed bed, and especially 
when the seed sown is small, 
like that of the poppy or alys- 
sum among the flowers, and let- 
tuce and carrots in the vegetable 
line. If the seed bed is coarse, 
and lumpy, it will be impos- 
sible to keep out air and either 
the seeds will not germinate at 
all or they are liable to produce 
only weak plants. It will pay 
well to run rake or cultivator 
through a few extra times, and 
in very heavy lumpy clay, if 
one can add a bit of sand and 
Fite t will make a big and 
favoura vifference. 

Avoid These 

The two commonest mistakes 
made by amateur gardeners are 
planting too thick and too deep. 
Seed is usually small but the 
plants produced from that seed 
may be several feet tall. Bear- 
ing this in mind, we should 
spread seed thinly, never closer 
than an inch or so, and even 
when so spaced, most things 
will require. rigid thinning la- 
‘ter on. 

_» And almost every one is in- 
clined to plant far too deeply. 
With tiny seed such as that of 
lettuce, carrots, cosmos, zinnias, 
poppies and alyssum, which are 
not much larger than the head 
o f a pin or shingle nail, it is 
not necessary to covemat all. We 
sow these in the finest soil and 
merely press in. Then, if. pos- 
sible, we keep the soil dampened 
until germination starts. With 
larger seeds such as nasturtiums, 
peas, beans and corn, one should 
cover lightly, say a quarter to 
half inch. With bulbs or corms 
of gladiolus, dahlias, or potatoes 
one plants four to eight inches 
deep. 

Power Saves Labour 

Where the lot is fairly large 
a garden tractor and a. power 


lawn mower will save time and 
hard work. These machines are 
not expensive and, given mini- 
mum. care, they will last for 
many years. They will do the 
work at least five times faster 


than by hand. It is a mistake to 


purchase too large equipment, 

especially in tractors. The smal- 

ler types are much more easily 

handled and with attachments 

will do almost every chore, ex-
